Beans 

Bush  Beans — Green-Podded  Varieties 

No  crop  responds  more  readily  to  good  soil  and  cultivation;  and  a light,  rich,  well  drained  loam  which  was 
manured  for  the  previous  crop  is  most  desirable.  If  too  rank  manure  is  used  it  is  apt  to  make  the  plant  run  too 
much  to  vine.  Beans  are  very  sensitive  to  both  cold  and  wet  and  it  is  useless  to  plant  them  before  the  ground  has 
become  dry  and  warm.  The  largest  returns  will  result  from  planting  in  drills  from  two  to  three  feet  apart  and 
leaving  the  plants  two  to  six  inches  apart  in  the  row.  Up  to  the  time  of  blossoming  they  should  have  frequent 
shallow  cultivation,  but  any  mutilation  of  the  roots  by  cultivation  after  the  plants  come  into  bloom  is  likely 
to  cause  the  blossoms  to  blast  and  so  cut  off  the  crop.  The  cultivation  of  beans  should  always  be  very  shallow 
and  it  is  useless  to  expect  a crop  from  a field  so  poorly  prepared  as  to  need  deep  stirring  after  planting. 


Varieties  should  be  selected  so  as  to  give  a succession  both  of  string  and  green  shelled  beans.

Beans — Pole  or  Running 

Pole  Beans  are  even  more  sensitive  to  cold  and  wet,  as  well  as 
to  droughts  and  hot  winds,  than  the  dwarf  varieties,  but  are  of  su- 
perior quality  and  productiveness.  After  settled  warm  weather,  set 
poles  four  to  eight  feet  long  in  rows  four  feet  apart  and  extending 
north  and  south,  the  poles  being  three  feet  apart  in  the  row.  Let 
the  poles  slant  slightly  towards  the  north.  Set  in  this  way  the 
vines  climb  better,  and  the  pods  are  straighter  and  more  easily 
seen.  Around  each  stake  plant  five  to  eight  beans  two  inches  deep. 
When  well  started  thin  to  four  plants,  and  see  that  they  all  climb 
around  the  pole  in  the  same  way,  for  they  will  not  grow  if  tied  up 
in  the  opposite  direction. 

23.  Lazy  Wife’s.  The  pods,  of  medium  dark  green  color,  are  pro- 
duced in  great  abundance,  and  measure  from  four  and  a half  to  six 
inches  in  length.

Egg  Plants

Egg  Plant  seed  germinate  slowly  and  should  be  started  in  mod- 
erately high  temperature,  for  in  this,  as  in  all  sub-tropical  plants, 
it  is  of  importance  to  secure  a rapid  and  continuous  growth  from 
the  first,  the  plants  never  recovering  from  a check  received  when 
young.  When  the  plants  have  formed  two  rough  leaves  transplant 
to  three  or  four  inches  apart.  When  the  ground  is  warm  and  all 
danger  not  only  from  frosts  but  from  cold  nights  is  past,  harden  off 
the  plants  by  gradual  exposure  to  the  sun  and  air  and  decrease  the 
supply  of  water,  then  carefully  transplant  to  the  open  ground,  set- 
ting the  plants  two  and  one-half  feet  apart.  If  needed,  shade  the 
young  plants  and  protect  them  from  the  potato  bug.  which  other- 
wise often  destroys  them.  Some  seasons  egg  plants  will  fail  to 
set  fruit  or  will  not  begin  bearing  until  too  late  to  mature,  no  mat- 
ter how  faithfully  they  may  have  been  cared  for.  This  is  espe- 
cially likely  to  happen  if  the  summer  is  cool  and  rather  moist.  We 
know  of  no  certain  remedy  for  it,  although  it  is  a good  practice 
to  pinch  off  the  ends  of  the  branches  after  the  plants  begin  to 
bloom,  so  that  not  more  than  two  or  three  fruits  will  set.  It  is 
desirable  to  shade  the  plants  when  young  from  very  hot  sun.

After  the 
plants  begin  to  crowd  and  the  striped  beetles  are  pretty  well  gone,  thin  to  four  of  the  most  vigor- 
ous plants  in  a hill.  Give  frequent  but  shallow  cultivation,  until  the  plants  make  runners  so  long  that  this 
is  impracticable.  Rich  earth  for  the  young  plants  is  far  better  than  manure,  but  if  the  latter  must  be  used, 
see  that  it  is  well  rotted  and  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil. 

If  the  plants  grow  very  rank,  more  and  finer  fruit  will  be  secured  by  allowing  the  main  branches  to  con- 
tinue growing,  but  pinch  off  the  end  of  each  eide  branch  after  it  has  one  fruit  set.  The  quality  of  melons  of  all 
varieties  is  largely  dependent  upon  conditions  of  growth  and  ripening.  Unhealthy  vines  or  unfavorable 
weather  produce  fruit  of  comparatively  poor  flavor.  The  plants  are  liable  to  attack  from  the  striped  beetles 
which  are  so  numerous  in  some  cases  as  to  destroy  them.  The  beetles  may  be  kept  off  by  frequent  dust- 
ing with  air-slaked  lime,  soot  or  sifted  ashes  diluted  with  fine  road  earth.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to 
use  too  much  of  the  above  materials  or  the  vines  willbe  injured.  Should  even  the  diluted  material  prove 
injurious  to  the  vine,  use  road  earth  only,  as  frequent  dusting  with  this  alone  will  often  prove  effective,  espe 
dally  if  a wind  is  blowing.

Onion  seed  should  be  sown  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  spring,  even  if  the  weather  is  cold,  just  so  the  soil 
works  up  well.  This  gives  the  onion  a good  start,  ahead  of  weeds,  and  before  dry  weather  sets  in.  Onions  de- 
light in  rich,  deep,  sandy  loam  and  succeed  well  if  grown  for  a succession  of  years  on  the  same  ground.  Deep 
plowing  prevents  blight.  For  heavy  crops,  large  quantities  of  well  rotted  manure  must  be  used.  If  this  is  not 
to  be  had,  use  high-grade  commercial  fertilizers,  with  large  percentage  of  potash.  When  harvesting,  protect  the 
bulbs  from  the  rain  or  dew  while  in  the  open  air  or  thej  will  be  discolored. 

To  grow  onions  profitably,  the  preferences  of  the  markets  in  which  they  are  to  be  sold  should  be  consulted 
as  well  as  the  character  of  the  soil.  Onions  of  a certain  form  or  color  can  be  sold  more  readily  at  a better  price 
than  those  of  another  variety  with  which  your  market  may  not  be  familiar.  In  selecting  a variety  you  should 
bear  in  mind  that  the  flat-shaped  onions  are  the  earliest  and  surest-ripening;  these  should  be  selected  either  for 
an  extra  early  crop  or  for  a soil  which  is  liable  to  be  wet.  As  a rule  the  globe  shaped  onions  will  grow  to  a 
larger  size  and  yield  a heavier  crop  to  a given  area.  Those  varieties  which  grow  to  a very  large  size  require 
a longer  season  in  which  to  make  their  growth,  and  should  not  be  planted  on  light,  dry  soils,  or  they  will 

ripen  prematurely  before  they  have  attained  full  size.  One  ounce 
to  100  feet  of  drill,  4 to  5 lbs.  to  an  acre.
